N elegant Verfe this, confidering the 
@ Subjeét is Law, and the Poet a Law- 
yer; as it is faid to have been long 
remarked by fome Critics, that an

But how fuch a 
Notion came firft to prevail, and 
afterwards to be handed down to thefe Times, I fhall not 
at prefent enquire into; but content myfelf with flatly de- 
denying the Pofition, and fo put the Burden of Proof upon 
thofe who would undertake to maintain it. I fhall there- 
fore proceed to the Subjet-Matter of my Motto, as it is 
handled in my Correfpondent’s Letter, which I give to the 
Public in the fame Manner as it came to me. 


To th AUTHOR, &«. 
SIR, 


HERE was upon a Time, which I can’t fix the Pe- 

riod of, nor is it material to the Gift of my Story, 

a certain great Lord of many Countries, who employ’d 
two great Scribes, of the Name of Duke, at one and the 
fame Time, The one firnamed Ardelio, from the overbufy 
Agitations that appeared in his Mien, and in his Manner 
of courfing up and down among the numerous Conftituents 
of his Levy in a Morning, to catch up what they had to 
fay by broken Piecemeals, at three or four broken Audi- 
ences, in the Compafs of half an Hour or lefs; and fo, by 
hearing every body imperfeétly, attended really to no body. 
The other was firnamed Nichi/, from an Abfence of Bufi- 
nefs in his Office, and a Leifure to attend to the Witlings 
and Romance-makers of the Town. Thefe two Name- 
fakes lived long in oppofite Sentiments, *till Duke Nichi/, 
on ferious Refleétion that Virtue was but-a Name, con- 





formed to the Times, and truckled in with the Opinions of 


Duke Ardelio, which he foon found were much more ad- 
vantageous than what he had been taught and unprofitably 
profefled before. Their Mafter, in order to compofe a 
Quarrel which he was engaged in with an old troublefome 
Neighbour, found it neceffary to take a ‘Tour abroad among 
his ancient Demefnes. This puzzled Duke Ardelio not a 
little, as it was incumbent upon one of the Scribes to attend 
their Lord in his Progrefs. Ardelio was fo true a Lover of 
his Country, that he was very loth to leave it in his de- 


clining Years; more efpecially, as he had an infeparable | 


Averfion to the great Waters he was to pafs over with his 


Master, which are fappofed to have been the Occafion that | 
. he omitted to make the ufual Tour in his Youth, fo cutto- 


mary among thofe of his high Rank and Quality. Tho’ 
thefe were itrong Objections on one Side, yet there was an- 
other fill more potent on the other ; and that was, that 


he did not care to truft his‘Mafter in the Hands of Duke | 
Nichil, of whofe Sincerity in his Converfion he had enter- | 


tained but a very flender Opinion ; apprehending, he might 
take an Opportunity to fhew his Matter that he could han- 
dle a Pen much better than himflf This made Duke 
Ardelio determine in his Mind to rifk the firft Evil, as the 
lefs dangerous of the two; but repined much at the Bufi- 


nefs his Abfence muft of Courfe throw into the Hands of | ~~~ - 


his Colleague, and that he could not leave Lapis behind 


him to keep it in it’s old Channel ; for, covetous of nothing 
elfe but Bufinefs, he was uneafy to fee another employed in 
a Station, to which he thought no Man was more equal 
than himéelf. 


While he was abroad, he caft an Eye of Longing upon 
one of the nobleft Palfreys that was ever bred upon the 
ancient Demefnes, tho’ famed thro’ Europe for it’s fine Breed. 
His Liking was no fooner known than gratify’d; for the 
ftately Steed was at his Stable-Door before he could well 
think of it a fecond Time. asa Prefent from the polite 
Owner of it, which, in Honor of the Country, he called 
Hanover. 


It happened that, fome Time after Duke Ardelio’s Re- 
turn from abroad, there arofe a Quarrel between Hanover 
and the Groom that waited upon him, which ended in the 
Death of the latter. Tho’ the leaft Mention of this fatal 
Difafter was ftriftly prohibited under fevere Penalties, yet 
fome little Breathings of it found Means to tranfpire, fo 
as to reach the watchful Ears of Coronarius, a bufy Officer, 
who affumes a Right, as a wife Man, lawful and able*, to 
enquire into the Caufe and Manner of a Brother Subjeét’s 
untimely Death. After fummoning 12 good Men and true, he 
delivered his Charge, and directed the Enquiry. They foon 
found, that the Groom was dead, and had fallen by the 
Hands of Hanover. Coronarius approved of the Verditt, 
as a Fee refulted, of Courfe: But, with the Leave of the 
Jurors, he amended the Expreffion by inferting the Off- 
hinder Foot, initead of the Hands, of Hanover, in his 
Roll. 


Fame charged her Trumpet with the News of this 
Event, and blew it into the Ears of Duke Nichi/, who hap- 
pened to be Lord of the Manor. He fent his Compliments 
to Coronarius, and laying his Claim to Hanover as a Deo- 
dand, demanded his Inftruétions and Affiltance how to pof- 
fefs himfelf of the forfeited Foreigner. The Compliments 
being irrefiftible, Coronarius invelted Duke Nichil’s Meflen- 
ger with the Authority of his Sign-Manual, to apprehend 
and take the faid Deodand into his Cuftody to and for the 
Ufe and Behoof of his faid Mafter. 





The neatly-trimmed Groom, imbodied up in a ftrait 
laced-up Velt of Scarlet, and a tight Pair of Breeches 
patted to his Thighs, topt his Crown with his Jockey-Cap, 
and,.catching up his Whip, prefented himfelf, like another 
Mercury, before Duke Ardelio in his Retirement on the 
Mount ; who no fooner faw his Credentials, than a Gloom 
of Difpleafure took Poffeffion of his Brow, which broke 
| out in a Storm againft the Infolence of Coronarius. A 
| great Lawyer, that happened to be there very opportunely 
at Dinner, was inftantly confulted, who wrote to Corona- 
rius, ** Are thefe Things fos” and difpatched the Letter 
by the Return of the Meffenger, unaccompanied by Hano- 
ver, Whom Duke Nichil expeéted with fome little Impa- 
| tience; and, for that Purpofe, had fat im his Window, 
facing the great Gate before the Front of his Palace: But 
great was his Surprize, when he faw the Groom difmount 
without a led Horie. Liowever, bemg foon informed of 
| the Difappointment, he difpatched him immediately to

Coronarius, with more Compliments, for further Inftru&ions ; 
who, on reading the Lawyer's Letter, wrote an Anfwer, 
** The Things are fo ; and, in cafe Hanover be not inftantly 
‘* delivered up to the Law, I fhall, in Virtue of my Of- 
** fice, caufe the Stable- Door to be broke open, to get at 
** the Criminal.” 


Mercury, being reinforced with two more Grooms, re- 
pafied his Steps to the Mount; where, after a ferious Con- 
fultation upon Corenarius’s Letter, the incon{cious Manflayer 
was delivered up into the Hands of Juftice, with this Letter 
for Duke Nichil.

*« In Obedience to the Law, I have delivered Hanover 
** to your Meffengers ; but I hope you mean nothing more 
by demanding him fo peremptorily, than to affert your 
Right as Lord of the Manor ; and that you will pleafe

“ as you thall think fit, with all the Expedition you can ; 
as the Day of my Inftallation is near, and that I intend 
‘* tomake my public Entry into Caergrant upon his Back, 
** fupported by my Lord Mayor upon one of his Dray- 
«« Horfes on my Right, and Gideon upon the Mule of 
** Damafeus on my Left.

Duke Nichil was fo tranfported with the Sight of Hane- 
ver, and fo taken up in Contemplation of his Beauties, that 
he forgot to open the Letter ’till two or three Days after- 
wards; to which he wrote the following An(wer, 


“© Brother Duke, 

‘* T have been fo very bufy, but, Thanks to you, not in 
“* the Occupation of my Office, that I could not pick out 
‘* a fpare Moment to acknowledge the Arrival of Hanover 
“ and your Letter before. The Caufe of demanding him, 
“* was, as you apprehend, to affert my Right; and ‘tis 
** for the fame Reafon, that I take the Liberty to detain 
‘© him; more efpecially, as this is the maiden Deodand of 
‘* the Manor fince I became feited of it. However, my 
‘* Refpect to you draws this Afflurance from me, that 
‘* Hanover fhall never more feel the Reftraint of Pelbam- 
‘« Bit or other Curb, nor the Incambrance of Saddle or 
** other Equipage ; but fhall enjoy the Liberty of a Free 
‘“* Desifon among my Bufaloes, and other naturalized 
‘* Foreigners, in the green Paddoe on t’other Side my 
** Houfe. I with you a good Journey to Czergrant, and 
that you may return as well freighted with the Learning 
as with the Loyalty of the Place,

two Scribes touching Hanover; —~-a Name fuppofed to 
have been held in no great Eftimation by either of the con- 
tending Parties before ; if any Credit may be given to cer- 
tain Coalition-Anecdotes, that we have feen exhibited in 
the Confitutional Journal, which had the Honour to boalt 
of thefe two Gentlemen for it’s Patrons. Bat Times will

Nobleman, is arrivod to fee the Payment of the Money, 
and is to remain here "till the Remainder arrives, which is 
very fhortly expected. 

‘There is alio-on board the fame Ship a great Quantity of 
Gold and Silver, for the Ufe of the Merchants of this 
City. 

We are aflured, that a large Sum of Money is actually 
remitted here from the Court of Berlin; to be applied to- 
wards {the Difcharge of the Debt of the Seven per Cent. 
Emperor's Loan, on which there will be nine Years Inte- 
reft due this Month. 

On Monday came on, in the Court of King’s Bench, 
Guildhall, before the Lord Chief Juftice Lee, a remarkable 
Trial, wherein an eminent Innkeeper in Suflex, was Plain- 
tiff, againit an Officer in a Marching Regiment of Foot, 
Defendent, for holding a criminal Converfation with the

in a Verdict for the Plaintiff, and 10001. Damages, with 
Cofls of Suit. 

Thurfday began the Quarter-Seffions of the Peace for the 
City and Liberty of Wettminfter, at the ‘own Court 
Houfe adjoining to Wettminfer-Hall, when Tho.

Thurfday was committed to Newgate by Henry Fielding 
Rfq; Anne M’Phe rfon, for felonioufly Realing and carry 
ing away a great Quantity of Linnen, the Property of the 
Kight Hon. the Lord Anfon. 

Wednefday the Report of the Malefa@tors, under Sen 
tence of Death in Newgate, was made to his Majetty, 
when Lawrence Lee, for feveral Robberies; Peter Mur- 
phy, for robbing Mr. Iwyford ; John Rogers, for llealing 
Linnen ; and Patrick Hayes, for a Burglary, were order’d 
for Execution, which will be on Monday next. 

On Tuefday Mr. Watfon, a very eminent Apothecary 
in Alderfpate-ftreet, was robbed by a fingle ootpad, 
armed with a Piftol and a Hanger, as he was going to his 
Lodgings at Highgate, who took from him a Moidore and 
fome Silver ; but returned him a Shilling. 





On Wedneiday Night as a Gentleman’s Coachman was 
driving haitily thro’ flolborn, he fell frony the Coach- Box, 
and was run over bya Country-Cartwhich was going by at 
the Inftant, and had one of his Arms broken, and his 
Head cruthed in fo terrible a manner, that twas thought 
he could not poffibly furvive the Accidem many Fours, 
He was carried to St. Bartholomew’s Ho ‘pital.
